Francisville, Louisiana, where lived a la- 
dy, a widow, of much benevolence and 
wealth, who had compassion on Jenny, 
and acted toward her the part of a friend. 

‘*“About six years ago, Tom, then of 
the age of about twenty-five, murdered 
an old Indian; for which act, accardine 
to an unalterabte law of the nation. 
his life was demanded, and he was e6n- 
tenced to die. ‘The day of his execution 
was fixed, and had arrived, and the rela- 
tives and friends, both of the murdered, 
and the murderer, with others, a mingled 
throng, were assembled, after their usual 
manner, and al! things were ready for in- 
flicting on the criminal the sentence of 
the law. At this moment of strong and 
mingled feeling, Jenny, the mother, press- 
ed through the crowd, to the spot where 
her son stood, by the instruments prepar- 
ed to take from him his life.

A year ago, Tom meta son of 
the old man whom he had murdered, on 
the bank of the Mississippi, ten miles from 
his home, and for some cause unknown, 
(probably he had been his principal tor- 
mentor,) plunged his knife into him, giv- 
ing him a mortai wound.

Both 
were again repeated, the third and last 
time. Immediately after, ‘T'om stepped 
up to his wife, a young woman of eigh- 
teen, with an infant in her arms, and a- 
nother little child two or three years old, 
standing by her side, and presented to her 
the bloody knife, which til now he had 
kept in his hand. She averted her face 
to conceal a falling tear; but recovering 
herself, turned, and with a faint, forced 
smile, took it. His sister was sitting by 
the side of his wife, wholly absorbed in 
grief, apparently insensible to what was 
passing ; her eyes vacant, fixed on some 
distant object. Such a’perfect picture of 
wo, I never beheld. His pipe he gave 
toa yeung brother, who struggled hard 
to conceal his emotions. He then drank 
a little whiskey and water; dashed the 
Lottle on the ground, sung a few words 
in the Choctaw language, and with a 
jumping, dancing step, hurried to his 
grave. His gun was so fixed, by the aid 
of a young sappling, as to enable him to 
take his own life. No one, he had de- 
clared, should take it from him. These 
preparations and ceremonies being now 
completed, he gave the necessary touch 
to the apparatus, the gun was discharged, 
and its @ntents passed through his heart. 
He instantly fell dead to the earth. The 
femalessprang to the lifeless body. Some 
held hishead, others his hands, and feet, 
and otlers knelt at his side. He had 
chargedthem to shew no signs of grief 
while he lived, lest it should shake his 
resolutim. As far as possible, they had 
obeyed. Their grief was restrained, till 
he was dad. It then burst forth ina tor- 
rent andtheir shrieks and lamentations 
were low and undissembled. From this 
last scent, I retired, leaving the poor dis- 
tressed stfferers to bury their dead.” 

‘‘ What heart is there, enlightened by 
one ray of the gospel, that would not, in 
view of such a scene, feel deep anguish 
of spirit and compassion for these chil- 
dren of the forest, who are perishing by 
thousands, for lack of knowledge! and 
who would not in such circumstances, de- 
sire, and endeavor, not faintly, not coldly, 
nor inacfively, but with all their soul, and 
all their might, to send the blessed gospel 
among them !”

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EDUCATION FOR THE MINISTRY. 
Eighth Annual Report of the Executive Com- 

mittee of the Baptist Education Socrety of 

Massachusetts. —Sept. 1822. 

The establishment of societies for the 


benefit of the christian ministry, is among | 


the most important and useful charities of 
the day. Since it has pleased God to in- 
form us that ‘faith comes by hearing,’ it 
is necessary that the gospel be preached. 
lt is not the wants of churches already 
planted that we are to contemplate, nor 
the wants of remote settlements in our 
own country, where there are no church- 
es; but the wants of the whole world, that 
should engage the attention of every 
christian. ‘The number of souls which we 
may hope are reconciled to God, is so 
small, as to be almost lost in the vast mul- 
titudes which people the earth. From 
five tosix hundred millions of immortal 
beings are probably living on the earth, 
who never heard of the gospel. Must 
these souls be taught the way of salvation 
before they can be saved? and is the in- 
crease of ministers to preach the gospel, 
to cgntinue as siow as it has hitherto? If 
so, how many millions of them will die in 
their sins before the glad tidings of peace 
and pardon can reach them? Let not pos- 
sibilities with God induce our apathy.— 
We know that God could convert them all 
in a year, ora day, if He pleased. But 
inust Omnipotence forever work miracles 
to gratify our sluggishness and unfaithfal- 
ness ! No; he wrought miracles, as long 
as miracles were necessary. Now, he 
has provided means adapted to the end to 
be accomplished. He says to his servants, 

Go ye into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.’ This commis- 
sion can be complied with ouly by an in-

Nothing but that * hope 
which maketh not ashamed,” is a cause 
equal to such an effect. But ** hope” be- 
yond the grave, is a word which had no 
piace in Mr. Hume’s vocabulary, because 
tne thing had no place in his soul.
